as of German creation. I here has been little doubt among 
the nations that Germany was in sympathy with the Nim 
sian Bolshevists and was, to a considerable extent, direct 
ing the movements of the Soviet government in it1' attack 
on organized society but the announcement of Bolshevist 
plans is the first definite p r o o f . 
Tile menace of an attack on France by the Bolshevist 
afforded an unresisted passageway across Germany and 
with W arsaw in tliir control is a possibility which carne* 
Europe again to the very precipice of war involving all the 
nations. 
Germ any may stand with civilization or. in despera­ 
tion, with the hope of emerging from chaos mice more a 
dominating force in Europe, may cast her lot with the 
Bolshevists, 
lf so another general European war seems 
certain.

That there is no good reason why the home owners 
should he compelled to pay front ten lf) eleven dollars per 
ton for their coal is evident from the fact that it is not 
infrequent for coal, coming from the same section, to he 
sold for four dollars per ton and even less. 
Consumers, both large and small, are paying for coal 
just what they are willing to he held lip for and somew here 
along the line from the miners to the coal dealers there 
is downright merciless robbery being committed. 
Beyond question the majority of dealers, retail deal­
